The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Klarkowski at 6:30P.M. Present 
were Supervisor Montez, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan and Attorney Mills. Also in 
attendance were approximately 50 residents. 

OPEN MEETING LAW: Chairman Klarkowski asked Clerk Buchanan about the 
agenda posting and being in compliance. 

The MINUTES: Supervisor Montez moved to approve the July 12th Town Board 
Minutes as presented. Chairman Klarkowski seconded the motion. The motion carried 
by unanimous vote. 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve the August 2nd, 2010 Special Meeting Minutes 
as presented. Chairman Klarkowski seconded the motion. The motion carried by 
unanimous vote. 

Chairman Klarkowski moved to approve the July 7th & July 21st, Planning 
Commission minutes as presented. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion 
carried by unanimous vote. 

REVIEW & APPROVAL OF AGENDA: 

Chairman Klarkowski reported that the amendment to the comprehensive plan 
meeting is being held August 18, 2010. 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve the agenda with the change. Chairman 
Klarkowski seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

The TREASURERS Report: Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan presented the July Treasurers 
Report. 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve the treasurer's report as presented. Chairman 
Klarkowski seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

RECYCLING REPORT: Chuck Esposito reported that Veolia is picking up scrap 
metal, as long as the residents call them for a scheduled pick up. Veolia stated that they 
do not pick up non-recycling items, no gas and no oil. They will pick up items such as 
mowers, blowers etc., as long as they are called for a scheduled pick up. Chuck Esposito 
stated that he is working on the paperwork for the Town recycling grant. Chairman 
Klarkowski stated that there is no reason to pursue independent pick up for scrap items, 
as long as Veolia is taking care of it. Neil Marini, St. Peters Road, questioned East Troy 
Auto Recycling picking up the material. 

LIBRARY REPORT: None. 

POLICE REPORT: Chief Surges presented the July police report. The pier permit is 
scheduled for the September Town Board meeting. 
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The DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT: None. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS: 

The FIRE DISTRICT: Dave Bitter reported that there have been no E.M.S. board 
meetings in July. Things are going smoothly with Fire & Rescue. The Street Dance is 
August 14, 2010. 

Supervisor Montez reported on the Plat Review update that extdns contractor dates. 
The Planning Commission is to review and approve the C.S.M.'s by December. 

Chairman Klarkowski moved to authorize Attorney Mills to update the Subdivision 
Ordinance. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous 
vote. 

The PLANNING COMMISSION Report: Chairman Klarkowski reported on the July 
7th & July 21st, 2010 Planning Commission Meetings. 

Chairman Klarkowski moved to approve the Retaining Wall/Side Yard Setback 
Variance, PMR00013, W965 Miramar Drive, by Thomas J. O'Neill as presented. 
Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. Discussion followed. The motion carried by 
unanimous vote. 

Chairman Klarkowski moved to approve the Variance to Minimum Square 
Footage/House, W2294 West Bay Road, PET1800008A, by Robert Schnick/Knutson 
Bros. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Chairman Klarkowski reported on the Smart Growth Plan updates that have been 
reviewed and approved by the Planning Commission. They believe that the Smart 
Growth Plan is going to be completed by the end of the year. 

PUBLIC COMMENTS: Don Schmidt questioned the stop sign ordinance. 

Bev Faust, Pastime Lane, questioned the water skiing ordinance and the sign at the 
launch is not correct. Chief Surges reported thqat the sign has now been updated. 

Dale Roble, Beulah Park Road, questioned the conditional use permit for the Wirtz 
property on CTH J. There is a trailer type vehicle parked on the south side of the barn. 

Mr. Andritch, Colbo Road, questioned the emergency meeting for renewing the 
C.D.'s. Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan advised it was addressed the week before the C.D.'s 
were due for the best interest rate. The issue was discussed at the last board meeting. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS: Chairman Klarkowski presented the Town appointments. 
Chairman Klarkowsi made amotion to appoint Josie Midman and Jim Stark to a three- 
year term on the Planning Commission. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The 
motion carried by unanimous vote. 



Chairman Klarkowski advised that his is going to get input from Lake Beulah 
Management and Potters Lake Management on the Town representatives. 
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Chairman Klarkowski reported on the Airport Representative. David Bitter stated that 
E.M.S. does a lot of business at the airport and requested the Town appoint a 
Representative to the Airport Committee for them to work with. 

Chairman Klarkowski advised that the Building Inspector is appointed yearly. 
Chairman Klarkowski stated that they will be appointing the Memorial Park 
representatives as soon as they are contacted to continue as Town Representatives. 

NEW BUSINESS: Chairman Klarkowski advised the Town is taking Supervisor 
applications until August 23, 2010. The Town Board is going to appoint a Supervisor at 
the September meeting, with the term expiring April 201 1 . 

ATTORNEY REPORT: Attorney Mills presented Ordinance 2010-13, pertaining to 
stop sign designations (the language has not changed-there is going to be swapping out of 
signs). 

Supervisor Montez moved to waive the second reading of Ordinance 2010-13 as read. 
Chairman Klarkowski seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote.

This proposal is going to be on the September agenda. 

Dick Dow, Island drive commented on the weed ordinance. There is a resident in the 
Town of Mukwonago, CTH I, that has signs stating please do not cut the prairie as they 
are wild flowers. Attorney Mills states that State Statute defines thistles as noxious 
weeds. 

Chuck Shepard, The Unitarian Church, stated they have a 5 -acre parcel and they 
identify the plants as noxious or not noxious. 

Supervisor Montez moved to have Attorney Mills look at the Village of East Troy 
Prairie Ordinance that was just adopted by the Village. Chairman Klarkowski seconded 
the motion carried. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

John Stoesser stated the now that the recall election is over he hopes Town can heal.
